Boxelder bugs are a comm o n 
nuisance during the fall and in 
warm days in winter when t h e y 
swarm into houses or congregate 
in great numbers upon tree trunks, 
porches, walls, 
etc. 
During

summ er these bugs feed on the 
foliage of boxelder trees, but in the 
fall they leave the trees to seek 
shelter in homes, or buildings. They 
cause the housewife much anguish 
when they get inside the home. 
They are difficult to control. Chlor­ 
dane, or dieldrin sprays applied to 
the tree trunks, or wherever the 
bugs are congregated give f a i r 
control. The spray should be direct­ 
ed at the bugs. Repeat applications 
will be necessary.

;~’Any overdose of noise c an becom e an­ 


noying to anybody. That applies to Wash­ 
ington C. H. as well as anyplace. 


As this nation’s population increases 
with m ore industry, * m ore motor cars, 
m ore construction and m ore traffic, we 
also get — m ore noise. 


Som e people go so far as to say that 
our national progress and the progress 
of any individual com m unity can be m e a ­ 
sured by the amount of noise it gener­ 
ates. 


Of course m ost people will tell you that 
noise is inevitable. No doubt it is harm ­ 
ful to a degree. E xcessive noise can dam ­ 
age hearing and give nerves a bad whirl. 
It also interferes with com m unications 
and m ak es m any an individual irritable. 
It can be responsible for e r r o r s and m is­ 
takes and can becom e a plain nuisance. 


All this is m aking people over the world 
becom e noise conscious and som e steps 
are being taken to elim inate or reduce 
m uch of tod ay’s din. 


The problem of excessive noise and 
what to do about it is under constant 
study by m any city officials, industrial­ 
ists, businessm en and scientists. Many 
localities like Washington C. H. are seek­ 
ing to curb noisy car m ufflers, unneces­ 
sary blasting of autom obile horns and 


the screeching roars of m any trucks. 
Industry uses engine m ufflers exten­ 
sively, isolates noisy m achinery, repairs 
m achines that are noisy because of ne­ 
glect and wear, and urges the use of ear 
plugs and other 
devices for 
workm en 
who m ust operate in excessiv ely noisy 
locations. C om m erce has adopted sound 
conditioning extensively in its offices and 
favors noiseless or near noiseless type­ 
writers, com puters and other office e- 
quipment. 
Noise abatem ent has even entered the 
home, where the use of 
acoustical 
or 
sound absorbing m aterials has becom e 
quite com m on - and stylish. These mater-^ 
lals have also found widespread use in 
other structures such as municipal build­ 
ings, churches and schools. 
In short, passive acceptance of ex ces­ 
sive noise is now out of date! We all can 
m ake m ajor contributions to the cause of 
noise abatem ent by m aking less noise our­ 
selves and by taking advantage of the 
noise absorption tools fashioned for us 
by .science and industry. 
We m ight as well face it. There s go­ 
ing to be m ore noise in the world as tim e 
goes on, not less. Either m ost of us m ust 
head for the hills or do som ething to re­ 
cover som e m easure of tranquility on 
the job and serenity at hom e.

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There's Evidence That Blight Wasn't Final 


Is the Chestnut Coming Back? 


By B. E . K ELLEY 
George Jord an, of Octa walked 
into the office a few days ago with 
■mall b ranches bearing real, hon- 
est-to-goodnegs chestnuts which he 
found growing in Ohio. 


The healthy h r a ti c h r s bore 
three 
prickly b urrs 
containing 
the nuts. It has been nearly IO 
y ea rs since I saw chest n u t s 
growing on 
a 
sm all 
tree— a 
sprout from an old tree — near 
Bainbridge. 


Jo rd an found the chestnuts on a 
tre e som e 20 to 25 feet in height, 
an d six inches at the base, growing 
In the woods at Black Run and 
B rush Creek, in A dam s C o u n ty, 
while hunting squirrels with rela­ 
tives. 


According to Jordan, there was 
no evidence of any old stum p near 
w here the sm all tree was growing, 
and he is quite sure it could not 
h ave been a sprout from a dead 
chestnut tree.

STARTING som e 40 years ago, a 
blight struck the A m erican chest­ 
nuts, and within a few years had 
killed ev ery tree in the country so 
fu r as is known. 
The blight, a fungus known as 
“ Endorthia p a r a s i t i c a ” was 
brought into the country f r o m 
China, and the d i s e a s e attacked 
th e b ark of the American chestnut 
trees, causing lesions that girdled 
th e trees and finally caused them 
to die. 
The disease is also Known as 
chestnut bark disease. 
Dead chestnut trees, some more 
than two feet in diam eter w e r e 
scattered 
throughout 
the h i l l 
areas, w here they had g r o w n 
native for thousands 
of 
years. 
F o r a q u a rte r of a century or 
longer, sprouts sprang up from a- 
bout the dead trees but after a t­ 
taining an age of only a few years 
and possibly bearing some chest­ 
nut b u rrs in th a t tim e, they fell 
victim to the blight th at had killed 
the parent trees rn rn

effects of the discs"* and continue 
to propagate the specn - 
In one instance I saw sprouts 
ro m e up s e a r after sc ar from 
the live roots of the dead trees, 
although the trunks had started 
to decay and were badly worm- 
eaten . 
Friends have brought in two or 
three sm all branches with chest­ 
nuts on them , over a period of 15 
to 20 y ears, but none recently.

I HAVE TALKED with leading 
n aturalists who think the chestnut 
fp rou ts have practically vanished, 
and that the chestnuts native to 
th e country have about sent up 
th e ir last sprouts. 
However IO to 15 y ears ago a 
resident of southwest Mi-tour! told 
n u 1 of two sizeable trees which 
w ere 
growing and

each y ear, regardless of b l i g h t , 
and it is possible they were blight 
(v d s ta n t, or app eared after t h e 
blight had vanished.

Fighting continued in the "Ohio 
country” long atte.' the Revolution 
ended, he said, and noted that it 
was the victory over the British in 
the Battle of Fallen Timbers in 
northern O h i o, in 1794, thir t e e n 
years after C ornw allis’ surrender, 
that opened the "Ohio country" to 
settlement. 
Saying "we all should be proud 
of our ancestors who helped win 
our freedom and cherish t h e i r 
m em ory", he suggested m em ber­ 
ship in the Sons of the American 
Revolution, which was organized 
in 1876. This organization, he said 
is chartered by act of Congress. 
Judge Dire was introduced by 
Otis B. Core, who noted that he 
ha* served as a Probate Court 
judge and a colonel in the Air 
Force and is now judge of the 
Municipal Court and president of 
the U tile League. He also called 
attention to his hobbies: paint­ 
ing, hunting and fishing and cook­ 
ing.
